NOT CONCLUSIVE, SAYS EDGE 


Mrs. Lawrence, Favoring Change in’ 
Volstead Act, a Winner— 
Other Results. 


New Jersey’s primary ballots were 
tabulated yesterday with the results 
forecast on the previous day—a victory 
for the drys in three of the four con- 
tests in which prohibition. was made 
an issue. The only victor for the wets 
was &@ woman who made her campaign 
principally on another issue. 

The most .important contest in the 
State was the race between Randolph 
Perkins of Woodcliff Lake, Congres- 
sional incumbent, a dry, and B. Dun- 
can McClave, a wet, in the Sixth Con- 
gregsional District. Mr. Perkins won 
by a majority of nearly 10,000,. receiv- 
ing 26,305 votes to 15,619 for Mr. 
McClave. . 

The district is composed of Bergen, 
Sussex and Warren Counties and part 
of Passaic County. Leaders of the 
Republicans there asserted that the 
campaign was concerned more’ with 
local issues than with prohibition and 
that a “regular”? Republican won. 

Senator Edge was quoted in We Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch from Washing- 
ton as saying the primary showed that 
the wet and dry issue could not be 
settled by Congressional primaries or 
elections. 

“From the information: I have re- 
ceived,” he said, “it would seem that 
the recognized, regular Republican 
organizations have won all along the 
Jine, with mixed results alone in Ber-: 
gen County. The result in the Sixth 
District only goes ‘to. emphasize the 
contention that, because of confused 
local issues, the wet and dry question 
cannot be disposed of through Gon- 
gressional primaries or elections. For 
instance, in this particular district at 
the last Senatorial primdry two years 
ago, with the wet and dry issué par- 
ticularly emphasized, I received in 
Bergen County a majority over Kean, 
who had the Anti-Saloon League sup- 
port, of about 14,000.”’ 


McClave for Modification. 


However, during the last campaign. 
it was accepted that Mr. McClave, 
who urged modification of the Vol- 
stead act, was brought forth by wet 
Republicans, and the Anti-Saloon 
League, which was active, called the 
primary there ‘a real prohibition 
referendum.’’ Also Mr. Perkins, was 
not backed by the organization. State 
Senator W. B. McKay, leader of Ber- 
gen County, said he was sorry Mr. 
McClave lost. 

Incidentally, Mr. Perkins’s victory 
may have some effect on Mri McKay’s 
fortunes, it is said. Mr. McKay recent- 
ly endorsed. Mr. McClave’s appeal for 
modification of the Volstead act, and 
it was said he intended to be a candi- 
date for Governor two years hence on 
such a platform, as were Governors 
Edwards, Silzer and Moore. However, 
Charles F. Black, who was defeated by 
Senator McKay two years ago, was 
Mr. Perkins’s campaign manager, and 
the Congressman’s victory is consid- 
ered. also a victory for Mr. Black and 
an indication that he may be able to 
wrest the leadership of the county 
from Mr. McKay. ; 

The drys won another victory in the 
eampaign for the Republican nomina- 
tion for the Senate in Union County, 
where Arthur N. Pierson, the incum- 
bent, beat Herbert J. Pascoe by & ma- 
jority of 3,425. The drys’ third victory 
was in the Republican nomination for 
the Assembly in Cape May County, 
where Charles C. Read, incumbent, de- 
feated S. A. - 

The only victory of the wets was 
Mrs.: Adeline Lawrence of Freehold, 
a Democrat, who defeated for the 
nomination for the Senate from 
Monmouth County James R. Hendrick- 
son of Red Bank. Mrs. Lawrence, who

Charies Smith, President of. the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Atheism, said yesterday that 
experiments fostered by that associa- | 
tion, by the Soviet Government and 
by. scientists and other individuals, had 
been started at. the. Pasteur Institute 
of Kindia, French West Africa, with 
the object of accomp ng>the arti- | 
ficial hybridization of the human and 
anthropoid species, to support the doc- 
.trine of evolution, by establishing close 
kinship between man and the higher 
apes. 

Mr. Smith asserted that news of the 
arrangements for this experiment had 
been brought -to this country by How- 
ell S. England, a Detroit lawyer, who 
has represented the association on the 
lecture platform. , 

“The late Professor Klaatsch, Dr. 
¥. G. Ctuikshank and ethers have 
proposed such experiments,’’ said Mr. 
Smith. “The Soviet Government has 
actually made a grant of $10,000 to- 
ward the proposed experiment. A total 
of $100,000 may be necessary to carry 
on the study of such crossings over 
a period of years. ; { 

“Some word of these experiments, 
has come to this country atready, as 
they have been attacked in two or 
three religious publications as revoit-; 
ing. The -.prejudice against the ex- 
periments, howéver, is entertained by 
these who do not know anything about 
modern methods of artificial fecunda- 
tion,’’ a ’ 

Mr. ‘Smith asserted that Prof. Elie 
Ivanoff of Moscow had gone to Kin- 
dia, French West <Africa,.to superin- 
tend the work. The association made 
public the following statement: by Mr. 
England, who is now in Detroit: 

“We are confident: that hybrids can 
be produced, and, in. the event we are’ 
successful, the question of the evolu- ‘ 
tion of man will be established to the 
satisfaction of the most dogmatic anti- 
evolutionists. Orangutans, chimpan- 
zees and gorillas will be employed, and 
possibly gibbons. My original idea was 
that only hybrids from the. gorilla 
would prove fertile, and from these 
alone would it be possible to produce 
the complete chain of specimens from 
the perfect anthropoid to the ‘perfect 
man. Dr. F. G. Cruikshank of Lon- 
don, however, alithor of ‘““‘The Mongol 
in Our Midst,”” who has made a minute 
anatomical study of the three larger 
anthropoids, is convinced that, if the 
orang be hybridized with the yellow 
race, the gorilla with the black .race, 
and the mpanzee with the white 
race, all three hybrids will reproduce 
themselves. In his opinion each spe- 
cies of anthropoid is more’ closely re- 
lated to its corresponding human type

Secretary Mellon and the tariff were 
the ‘objects of attack in both Senate 
and’ House, following a. conference of 
Democratic leaders. 

Senator Robinson — the Seco· 
rétary’s position on the Haugen bill as 
utterly inconsistent with his views on 
the tariff, under which, the Senator as- 
serted, Mr. Mellén was an enormous 
beneficiary. In the House, Represen- 
tative Howard of Oklahoma, former 
secretary to William J. Bryan, at- 
tacked Mr. Mellon for ‘his attitude to- 
ward the Haugen bill and called him 
an American ‘‘Mussolini.”’ 

Although ‘there was a general ad- 
mission that the Haugen bill was vir- 
tually in its grave, speeches on it con- 
tinued in the Senate and will be heard 
for two or three days more. A final 
vote is expected before Saturday. 

The Mellon letter, Senator Robinson 
declared, was a distinct recognition of 
the Democratic contention that specia! 
privileges could not be made general. 
It was, he continued, “an amazing 
illustration of the selfishness of those 
who believe the Government ought to 
apply its taxing power to make private 
business profitable.’’ 

‘Mr. Mellon undoubtedly speSks for 
the Administration,” he went on. ‘He 
is‘ recognized as the most powerful 
factor in Republican Party councils. 
He has not been content to submit his 
advice in Cabinet meetings, but has 
voluntarily given-an expression, telling 
Congress what to do on farm legisla- 
tion. He says the bill’s principle is 
false because it levies a tax on the 
American consumer in the interest of 
certain American -producers. 

“That is exactly what is done‘under 
the tariff act of 1922; Tribute is levied 
on farmers for the benefit of manu- 
facturers with some of whom the Sec- 
retary is himself closely identified.” 

The truth, Senator Robinson declared. 
‘4s that Mr. Mellon heartily favors in- 
creasing prices by legislation when the 
manufacturers. are beneficiaries, and 
evokes, a contrary ‘principle when 
others like farmers are to be bene-

BRITISH COAL DEBATES. 

Mr. BaLpwiIn must have foreseen the 
hostile reception by the Labor Party of 
his proposals for peace, in the coal in- 
dustry. He thfew aside the extremist 
formul& of “not a minute more and 
not a penny less” by suggestiig an 
additional hour of work in the pits and 
a reduction, though small, partial and 
temporary, in wages. But even the 
Labor moderates who do not.take their 
orders or slogans from “ Emperor” 
Cook have their grievance. The 
Prime Minister would ehgthen the 
working day and pare down wages 
without apparently pledging himself 
to the central recommendation of the 
Coal Commission for reorganizing -the 
industry. . This.is the acquisition by 
the Government of the mineral royalty 


| rights for the, purpose of transferring 


labor from the unproductive mines to 
the productive. Mr. BaLpwin's plan 
seems to deal with such minor prob- 
lems as efficiency under present con- 
ditions, housing improvement and ex- 
ceptional wage allowances. 
Nevertheless, the divergence of opin- 
ion between the Prime Minister and 
the soberer Labor leaders would not 
seem to be so vital as Suggested by the 
first upflare of debate. More -closely 
examined, the . Baldwin ” proposals 
would not remove. the seven-hour law 
from the statute books, but would 
amend it to the extent of permitting 
an extra -hour of work during the 
three Summer mionths, To mitigate 
the suggested 10 per cent. cut in wages 
for something like half the workers he- 
would employ the $15,000,000 subsidy 
he efferpd immediately after-the gen- 
eral: strike had been called off. As 
against Ramsa¥Y MacDonatp, who de- 
mands reorganization ot the industry 
with maintenance of the status quo, 
Mr. BaLDWin makes by implication the 


_| point. that reorganization cannot be 


effected in-a day. .The infustry .can- 
not operate under pres@at conditions 
while reorganization is being worked 
out. . Such sacrifices as are called 
for are temporary. The question is 
whether reorganization shall be ef- 
fected while a coal strike is crippling 
the economic life of the country or in 
an atmosphere of peace, Until a per- 
manent settlement is“worked ‘out he 
asks for. a.truce.. 
It is some time since Mr. Batpwin 
regretfully came to the conclusion that 
a settlement by a ‘meeting of “minds 
between mine owners and #orkers Is 
not to be had.

This not inconcelva- 
bly indicates that the 1926 bills. as- 
sayed a higher percentage of original 
merit. 

One fact may- be cited in partial 
mitigation, of the charge that this is a 
nation of law addicts, not in. the mat-. 
ter of observance but of enactment. 
Our flood of new legislation, as com- 
pared with other countries, would be 
in part the result of our higher com- 
plexity and much higher speed of life 
as compared with other countries. The 
statute books change with changes in 
the ‘national environineng. No other 
country approac' us in the trans- 
formation—social, economic, moral— 
effected by the automobile in the space 
of about half a generation. In’ a 
country with 20,000,000 motor cars 
it. is inevitable that new problems 
chould present themselves in numbers 
beyond the: comprehension of a coun- 
try with a million automobiles. How 
many million radios are there in the 
country today to provide an. entirély 
new field for legislative regulation? 
An American city which tears down 
and rebuilds itself in a decade obvi- 
ously faces many more social changes 
and the need of many more laws 
taking cognizance of such changes 
than a European city which tinkers 
and patches its house’ and office facili- 
ties. A nation of onrushing prosperity, 
of teeming-population growth, is in a 
constant. state of readjustment. “We 
prosper by ruthlessly scrapping. the 
old for the new. The statute books 
are bound, to reflect the ever-changing 
social scene. 

When this ‘reservation has: been 
made, it is still true that the civic 
consciousness of the American people 
follows the path of duty in the manu- 
facture of new laws rather than in 
the observance of old ones. This abit 
is reinforced by the mere existence 
of forty-eight separate law-producing 
plants. The Legislature is there and 
it would not be earnimg its keep if it 
refused to legislate. After AH, 11,000 
laws for forty’ States means only 225 
laws apiece, means perhaps only a 
couple of laws for every~ legislator. 
How would a State Senator or a mem- 
ber of the Assembly ever get himself 
elected without promising at least half 
a dozen vital contributions to the do- 
mestic tranquillity, prosperity and 
liberties of his constituents? -

WORK FOR ARBITRATION. 
Now that arbitration has been found 
to be a practicable means of settling 
differences between individuals, in 
commercial or other matters, those 
who have with public spirit interested 
themselves in its extension have be~ 
come aware that there is no literature 
bearing upon the subject that can be 
put ‘into the hands of young. men 
making special preparation for enter- 
ing upon business or the profession of 
law. As a result of practice of sey- 
eral years ‘here in New York and 
in other communities end countries, 
there is a very considerable experience 
in: arbitration Which should be’ at the 
disposal of those who are coming fresh 
into these fields. As yet this has not 
been gathered by research, analysis 
and comment into a systematic body 
of information and of principles de- 
rived from practice. Representatives 
of seyeral of the leading universities 
have. now united..with the American 
Arbitration Association in an effort 
to provide literature for students in 
schools of business and law and also 
for business men generally.

They 
play sometimes for twenty hours on 
end, leaving the householder the cold 
comfort of an excuse that. they have 
had ‘to attend the funeral of a grand- 
mother.

Helen Dazu; 23 years old, an attrac- 
tive blonde from Rumania who arrived 
eight days ago from Naples as a stow- 
away on the Lioyd~Sabaudo. liner 
Conte Biancamano, was deported yes- 
terday to Italy on the same vessel. 
When she was discovered after the 
ship left Naples, wandering among the 
250 American hotel delegates. on deck, 
the captain ordered the young woman 
assigned to quarters -in the second 
class. She will return in the third 
class, officials said, because all the 
superior class accommodation was oc- 
cupied. : 

The stowaway, who speaks English 
and five, other languages, said: she had 
come to New York to meet her fiancé, 
Mark J. Longacre of the University 
of Pennsylvania. They met {in Bu- 
charest three years ago, she explained, 
while! he was taking a party of stu- 
dents on a tour ugh Europe. Mr;

him in. Philadelphia, she declared, so 
that they “‘whight “make the trip~to- 
gether. : A 

Miss Dazu said she was unable to get 
a visa from the United States Consul 
at Naples, so she walked on board the 
Conte Biancamano with crowds of vis- 
itors at the pier. She made: herself 
known to the Captain on deck. after 
the vessel was out at sea, she asserted. 
At first he said she would have to go 
ashore in a motor launch, but after 
hearing that she was going to America 
to be married he allowed her to remain 
on board. 

When the Conte Biancamano arrived 
in New York on Tuesday, June 8, the 
immigration officials ordered her to be 
detained on the ship for the night and 
to be sent to Ellis Island ‘the following 
morning... Tuesday evening her fiancé 
was permitted to see her for a few 
minutes. He is said to have informed 
her that his father was in favor ‘of 
their marriage but his mother, who 
belongs to an old Quaker family, was, 
bitterly opposed to it. . 

“I. told my fiancé,” said Miss Dazu, 
“that I wanted to be married’ by a 
Catholic priest in the presence of my 
family, that I would not be mar- 
ried at the City Hall like:a gypsy. I 
am a devout Catholic and so: were. all 
my ancestors. We European ‘women 
take’ marriage seriously and do not 
want divorces. When we marry we 
marry for life. 

“T have no intention of going into the 
moving pictures,”’ she said, “or into 
any other profession. We European 
women are not ambitious to have our 
own careers, but we want to have our 
homes and our families. The differ- 
ence between Euro women and 
American women is that the former 
are 99 percent. feminine, while the 
American woman is only 1 per cent.

' Longevity will probably no_longer be 
an economic handicap to the faithful 
municipal servant .whose sole offense 
is old age. In order to make it pos- 
sible to continue in the city’s service, 
employes who are in good health and 
in possession of all their natural facul- 
ties? the Aldermanic: branch of the 
Municipal. Assembly adopted yesterday 
an amendment to the Boylan Pension 
law, permitting unlimited service, 
“Under the provisions of that law, an 
employe, after attaining the &ge.of 70 
years, must obtain permission every 
two years from the Board of Estimate 
to continue in the municipal service. 
At the age of 80 years, ‘however, re- 
tirement upon a pension became man- 
datory. 


Although the amendment adopted is 
general in nature, it was specifically 
passed to benefit William A. Halloran, 
an employe of the Manhattan office 
of the Board of Elections, who resides 
at 390 New York Avenue, Brooklyn. He 
is in fine health and is a valuable 
employe of that department. .He is 
nearly 80 years .

Henty H. Curran, as a member of 
the Mayor’s Committee on City Plan= 
ning and Survey, said y that 
the first. thing it ought to do is to put 
a stop to the building of skyscrapers.

Strong oven Movement of 
Industrial Stocké—Money

The ‘key to yesterday's stock market 


| Was undoubtedly the increasing ease of 


money. The course of rates indicated 
Clearly that the money situation had 
been helped, not hurt, by the Treasury 
operations of Tuesday ; call loans on 
the Stock Exchange went at 3% per 
cent., the low figure of the year, and 
were offered for less on the outside 
market. It was. apparently the theory 
of the. day’s aggressive bidders for 
stocks that facilities of credit might 
be safely relied on for a. speculative 
demonstration and theexperiment was 
tried with considerable vigor. 

The stocks on which the day’s activi- 
ties converged were for the most part 
exactly those which led in last year’s 
excited advance; which meafit that the 
industrial shares pretty much monopo- 
lized the movement, with special at- 
tention to motor-car stocks © and the 
so-ealled “industrial specialties.” In 
these groups there were fairly nu- 
merous advances of 1 to 3 points, with 
several considerably larger gains. 
Unitéa States Steel moved up 3 points. 
All this was obviously a concerted ef- 
fort to teawaken the speculative appe- 
tite of the general Public; the: lasting 
success of which will depend on the 
later course of events in finance and 
general trade, quite as much ag on the 
money market. But the stock market’s 
Fegovery has also had logical ground 
in the fact that the extreme decline of 
March and early in May was avowedly 
based on a judgment of the business 
situation which has at least been un-' 
confirmed by subsequent developments. 
Prices'as a-rule-closed near the day's 
best figures. 

Yesterday brought also a vigorous 
recovery in the franc,. which .at one 
time sold nearly % cent above Tues- 
day's lowest price.
